It 
was only half a century ago that Hongkong 
and Calcutts were tho ‘ White Man's 
Grave,” whereas now, he did not say they 
were quitu as healthy as London, but ho- 
body thought ho was incurring any con- 
aidernble risk in going out to those places. 
What had beon dono far Hongkong and. 
Calcutta could be and must bo-dona in our 
West African. Colonies.’ After — this 
testimonial, Hongkong (figuratively speak- 
ing, of course) may slap itself on the chest, 
Thore aro worse places than Hongkong ; 
but, as De Clark says, Hongkong might be 
better. 


Electric Tramways. -

Jy dificult. The. danger from overhead 
wires occurred when there was  hoavy fall 
eftoow; &y but there was not much fear 
of that-there [We should think not !—Ep., 
0.f.}, andas to spoiling the streats, he did 
not think the tramways: would do that. 


Even if they did, tho convenience to the 
public would more than make up for that.

Tho weokly figures for the past 
four weeks show a stoady decline. During 
the weok ended on Salurday, there were 
only 4 cases reported and 1 death, 


Plague Increasing. 

As small-pox decreases, tho deadly 
bubonic plague shows a stesdy rise in our 
midst. Tho number of cases (24) reported 
during the week ended 20th April is con- 
siderably above the uumber of any pre- 
vious week this year, During the past 
48 hours, there ‘wore 16 fresh cases re- 
ported, and 10 deaths. The total number 
‘of deaths for the year is now 135,
